BY PRAYER AND ADDRESS. 

Promptly at noon Sunday the City 
Service Flag unfurled its great 
length, and as it majestically unrolled 
there was released from its folds a 
shower of messages to the several 
hundred spectators who had gathered 
to witness the ceremony, urging them 
to buy Liberty Bonds of the fourth 
issue.

C. McGovern, followed by a most im¬ 
pressive dedicatory prayer by the Rev.

We 
seek not, therefore, any man’s pos¬ 
sessions, but in the spirit of Christian 
charity and brotherliness we have 
stretched forth our hands to our 
brethren who are oppressed, and now 
call upon Thee to aid us in this our 
work of mercy and humanity,” the 
priest said, in part. 

W. J. Martin, having two sons in 
the service, was selected to make the 
dedicatory address. He called upon 
his listeners to make the ceremony of 
dedication of the ilag a dedhtation of 
themselves to the support of the 163 
men who had gone to serve the colors, 
and asked that his hearers dedicate 
themselves to an earnest individual 
prosecution of the war to the conclu¬ 
sion of a victorious peace.

The shooting was the outcome of an ancient grudge over a will case, in 
which Bullock was Comper’s attorney. Comper is an old resident of Red¬ 
wood City, having been employed by the Frank Tannery up to about a year 
agp, whea he became partially incapacitated from paralysis.

His Bump of Caution Seams to Ba Re¬ 
markably Well Developed. 

The author of “From Jungle to Zoo," 
in explaining the difficulties of trans¬ 
porting wild animals by rail, gives a 
striking example of the elephant’s cau¬ 
tiousness: 

“The keepers generally place a heavy 
platform from the door of the truck to 
the ground, but few elephants will 
venture on It. In one case the men 
sent in a trained elephant first in the 
hope that the newly captured elephant 
would follow.

But 
it all had no effect whatever; there the 
balky one stood, waving his trunk and 
glancing from left to right and then 
from right to left with his little crafty 
eyes. 

“At length after two hours of hard 
work, when the men were exhausted 
and streaming with perspiration, the 
elephant suddenly lowered his trunk, 
seized the inclined platform and threw 
it away. Then* lifting up first one huge 
foot and •hen another, he walked 
quietly into the truck and settled down 
at once to a good meal.”

DANGER ZONE NEVER 
(OIHEREDJHE BOYS 

BEAN BECKNEK TELLS OF TRIP 

ACROSS AND LANDING IN 

EUROPEAN PORT. 

Following is a letter received from 
Dean Beckner by his mother, who 
lives in San Bruno: 

Somewhere in France, 
Sept. 2, 1918. 

Dear Mother: It seems an age 
since we left Camp Kearny and there 
are so many things that are of in¬ 
terest that I wish to tell you that 
would violate the censor, so I will 
write as much as I can. The point of 
embarcation I will have to tell you 
when it’s all over, but anyway we 
got going. Our ship, being newly 
fitted, was carrying its first load of 
troops and was very clean. The crew 
that did the labor work aboard were 
Hindus or Indians or from some for¬ 
eign country. They themselves were 
very amusing. When they bathe they 
take about a quart of water and, 
using their fingers, they go over the 
entire body just once. They use no 
soap. Their hair and beards they 
greased till they shine, and on shore 
leave they wear a black silk skirt 
that comes about to the knees. 

The sea itself was very calm and 
we had practically no bad weather. 
Bunk, fatigue and cards took up most 
of our time. 

I have often read of ships entering 
the danger zone with every man alert 
and anxious. We slept just the same 
and never looked for or expected to 
see any submarines, and we didn’t. 
We woke up one morning in a Euro¬ 
pean port. A few hours’ ride via rail 
brought us to a rest camp. These 
rest camps are distributed through¬ 
out Europe. On marching through 
the streets people by the thousands 
shook our hands and 'children 
begged for souvenirs. The American 
penny is very popular, in fact all 
American money is. You will notice 
I have not mentioned arms, defenses, 
hydroplanes, aeroplanes, battleships, 
destroyers, sub chasers, hospital 
trains, but all this we have seen but 
must just mention, as I am not very 
familiar with the censor. We rested 
in a very beautiful park where I got 
a good swim and found lots of wild 
blackberries. The British wounded 
were open to conversation and the 
tales I have heard were very inter¬ 
esting. The British soldier or Tommy 
is 99 times out of 100 a good scout, 
and it’s Sammie this and Sammie 
that. I have not talked with the 
Scots, although I have seen several. 
The Newfoundlander is a pretty good 
scout, but the Canadians have them 
all beat. Many of the Canadians have 
lived in the "States.” 

I am enclosing a letter from King 
George which a British messenger 
handed me. I might say that a 
British petty officer has more decora¬ 
tions than our generals have, and I 
have given up trying to make them 
all out. I have seen very few of the 
girls of France, but they are as 
pretty as it is claimed. I have split 
what little money I have left three 
ways, British, French and United 
States, so you can imagine the con¬ 
glomeration I ha v e in my pocket. 
Some things are sky high and some 
are dirt cheap, so the scale is pretty 
evenly balanced. You can get a hair¬ 
cut and shave for something like 16 
cents, and once I got a cup of cocoa 
and a sandwich for twopence or 4 
cents. The high things I won’t men¬ 
tion. We are still on the move. At 
times we eat good, at times poor; at 
times we sleep well, at times not, all 
according to circumstances, but I 
will say they do the best they can for 
us. Bands welcome us in in the cool 
hours of the morning and serenade 
us out at any hour. All we own we 
carry on our back, but they let us 
rest from time to time. The women 
here do anything the men can—drive 
trucks, sweep streets, or tend bar. 
I saw a 16-year-old girl as conductor 
on a street car. Perhaps you never 
saw a steam automobile. I never ex-

BELGIANS SAY OUR 
MONEY IT BLESSED” 

LIBERTY LOAN FUNDS GO TO RE- 
LIEF OF STRICKEN COUNTRY 
WHERE $800,000,000 IS SPENT 
FOR CEREALS. 

Miss Beatrice Eikerenkotter is in 
receipt of a letter from Mrs. An¬ 
toinette Funk, Director of Propaganda 1 
of the Woman’s National Liberty Loan 
Committee, which contains very inter¬ 
esting data on the war expenditures. 
Lack of space does not permit its full I 
publication, but -we give herewith a ^ 
resume of some of the more important | 
sections. 

In normal times—in peace times—it 
costs about a billion dollars a year to | 
run the Government. For the fiscal | 
year ended June 30, 1918, Congress j 
appropriated in round numbers, in- i 
eluding deficiencies, $18,882,000,000. 
For 1919 Congress has appropriated 
in round numbers at the present ses¬ 
sion, including deficiencies and appro¬ 
priation bills pending, $24,330,000,000. 

Germany had spent fifty years pre¬ 
paring for a war of conquest. She 
knew that from its very start she must 
wage it from within the circle com¬ 
posed of herself and her allies; that 
she must produce from within this 
circle her raw stuffs and manufac¬ 
tured material, and by doing this, 
though the war has continued far be¬ 
yond the eighteen months that Ger¬ 
many set for its winning—if there was 
to be a winning—she has kept her 
money at home, used it over and over 
again, as the same water often turns 
the wheels of many mills. 

Our allies, on the other hand, owing 
chiefly to their lack of preparation, 
had to come into the markets of the 
United States for most of their war 
necessaries, and in the years of our 
neutrality their account with us 
totaled approximately $9,453,524,547. 

In the fiscal years 1917 and 1918 
we loaned our allies $5,623,000,000. 
Their securities and governmental 
undertakings to repay lie in the vaults 
of the Treasury of the United States. 

What our allies did with that credit 
or money is of vast importance to us. 
They looked to us to supply them with 
wheat and corn and cotton from our 
fields, coal and ore from our mines, 
and finished products from our fac- 
tories and foundries, otherwise they 
could not remain at war, so they 
brought this credit that we had lent 
them into our markets and spent it 
over our counters. 

During the fiscal year 1918 our ex¬ 
ports amounted to $6,000,000,000. Six 
billion is six thousand million! Most 
of these went to our allies, and was 
turned immediately and eagerly into 
fighting stuff for winning their war— 


our war. 

You will be interested in knowing 
some of the things our allies really 
did with the sums we lent them. First 
they used over $150,000,000 for relief 
in Belgium and Servia. The people in 
Belgium call it “blessed money.” Be¬ 
sides the enormous expenditures em¬ 
braced in the term “munitions of 
war,” they have spent $800,000,000 for 
cereals, $800,000,000 for meat and 
other foods, and $600,000,000 for cot¬ 
ton. i

Every citizen Interested in the boys 
of his home town now at the front, aud 
In the brave women who equally are 
serving their country abroad, has an 
opportunity to show his appreciation 
of the sacrifice they are making. The 
opportunity comes as a result of the 
generosity and thought of Colonel Wil¬ 
liam Boyce Thompson of New York, 
who has conceived and put into execu¬ 
tion what is known as the Home Pa¬ 
per Service. 

Under the plan, every man and wo¬ 
man in foreign service will receive the 
town newspaper, and so be kept in 
constant touch with the places and the 
people they know and love. 

Every branch of the United States 
Government is interested in the plan. 
The Government realizes the impor¬ 
tance of keeping those in the service 
happy and constantly in touch with 
their home ties and associations. Noth¬ 
ing is more depressing in a national 
1 "emergency tlinn the spirit of loneliness 
In those serving their country, and of¬ 
ficials know that nothing can dispel j 
this feeling more effectually (ban read¬ 
ing the home town newspaper. 

Publishers of newspapers In all pnrts 
of the country—this newspaper includ¬ 
ed—have grasped with pleasure the 
plan outlined by Colonel Thompson, 
and they have agreed to co-operate In 
every way. 

Under the ruling of the War Indus¬ 
tries Board newspaper publishers are 
forbidden to send their newspapers 
free, even to soldiers. The newspaper 
must he subscribed for in the regular 
way, the only exception being soldiers 
who formerly were in the employ of 
the newspaper and who left that serv¬ 
ice to eidist. Colonel Thompson there¬ 
fore proposes .that the public in each 
community contribute to a fund so that 
the home newspaper (in our case this 
newspaper) may reach every man and 
woman now in the service of his coun¬ 
try. 

Anyone may contribute to the fund, 
and any sum may la* contributed. It is 
not necessary to contribute the entire 
amount of one subscription. It does 
not matter whether the rich man sends 
in one hundred dollars or the poor boy 
or little girl sends In five cents. Each 
gift will be a message of love and help¬ 
fulness to the home town folks “Over 
There.” The money will be lumped 
into one fund, out of which subscrip¬ 
tions will he entered as fast as the 
money is received. 

Contributors who send in the full 
prijte of n year’s subscription may, if 
they wish, designate to what particular 
person they wish the newspaper sent, 
but "if the name given is already listed 
us receiving the paper, then the pub¬ 
lisher reserves the right to apply the 
subscription to some less fortunate sol- 
iller boy or noble wo^ian who is Just as 
lonely for news of home and home 
folks! 

The name of every contributor t<> 
this home paper service will he pub¬ 
lished In this newspaper, and the name 
of everyone entered for a subscription 
will he published as well as the nuin 
her of those remaining whose subscrip¬ 
tions have not been covered. 

If the amount of money received 
shall be more than is necessary to send 
the paper to every person from the 
town now in the service, then the bal¬ 
ance will be turned over to the Red 
Cross. 

The plan Is endorsed by the pub¬ 
lisher of this newspaper without any 
thought of profit, either directly or in¬ 
directly, but with a sincere desire to 
help keep the home fires burning and 
to send to our heroes and heroines 
news of our town, to keep their heurts 
warm for us and to let them know 
they are constantly In our minds. 

The publisher, of course, cannot 
make a profit on circulation, and addi¬ 
tional circulation such as this will be— 
circulation from non-purchasers sent 
far across the sea—can have no added 
value t<f the advertiser. 

These facts are stated so that every 
contributor may feel that every cent 
contributed goes to the good cans®. 
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Tfie mothers of our boys are facing 
an ordeal with a bravery that com¬ 
mands respect and admiration. Here 
and there where tiny stars are turned 
from blue to gold, where anguish grips 
the heart, the nation stands in silence 
and honors the women who have given 
of their blood, the very bone of their 
bone, to their country. To them, home 
has lost its meaning—the soul of it 
has fled—there is no home, it is just a 
place, and no place is quite so lonely, 
unless it be within the hearts of those 
brave sons in far off France who long 
for just a word of home. There can¬ 
not be a man, there cannot be a wo¬ 
man, no, not even a child, who will 
fall to contribute just a little to make 
the hearts of these patriots lighter.
